JANUARY MINUTES 
KD5SSJ 

The program was presented by Sid Goddard whose father was a radio 
operator / gunner on a Kingfish airplane during World War II. The plane 
went down on the Canadais west coast while being ferried to Alaska. The 
pilot and Sidis father survived the crash. They were picked up from the 
hillside the next day. The location of the crash become a landmark and 
thirty some years later became the object of a rescue mission to recover 
wreckage. The restoration of the plane became a project of the Vaught 
company, who brought back many of the machinist / craftsmen who originally 
worked on the production line of this plane. These men, came out of 
retirement for what became a labor of love, and painstakingly 
reconstructed the badly damaged plane, restoring it to near original 
condition. When finished, the plane, her pilot and Sidis father were 
reunited for a video publicity piece. The short video was played for the 
club. The plane is now on permanent static display on the Naval ship / 
museum USS North Carolina.
